Three thousand 
persons died in such 
accidents. 
The toll was exceeded only by 3,- 
159 in 1937 and 3,085 in 1942. 
The January death toll was five 
per cent above that of January. 
1941, the last pre-war year and the 
blackest r in traffic accident rec- 
ords, the council reported. . 


Traffic Fatalities this year will 


total 38,000 unless the entire nation 
cooperates in the current accident 
prevention program, the safety or- 
ganization warned. It based the" pre- 
diction on the January increase and 
the pre-war trend of growing high- 
;way mishaps.
